FOURTEEN WERE RIBODSD ALIVE

WiLKKSBARKE, Pa., Dec. 22.— A K>r- 
xifio explosion of gas oconrred jesterday 
•ftomooo in Baltimore shaft Ko. S Of 
the l)elaware and Hadaon company. 
Ovte 80 miners were imprisoned, bat 14 
ha^e bt'f'ii refirut>d alive, and there is 
■till hope of reaching tlie others before 
tha ^Mdlf MlwdMBp ekilau tkan 
yUMioB, 

The mine is sitnated in the north- 
eastern section of the citjr, and when in 
fnll operation employs in the neighbor- 
hood of 850 men and boys. About one- 
third of this force was at work yester- 
day, and the number of workers wtis 
fnrtiier rednced after 8 o'clock, when 
the daj shift men oame oat. When the 
explosion oceurred, *& hov later, there 
were probably 60 men in the mine. Of 
this number 40 or thereabouts succeed- 
ed in getting safely to the surface. 

Those who were imprisone<l were at 
work in a plane fully a mile from the 
toot of the shaft Thej ware ditring a 
tnnnel and so far as kifown wen in 
what was considered a safe place. ¥he 
fire bof^.s h.ul iiispct^ted the plane ia the 
moniiiig iiiul dccbin d it free from pas. 
T\w ('iiu.se of the exi>Iosi(iii is theri'fore 
a mystery, although the mine officials 
hare seyeral theories. One report ia 
thftt a f all of roof in the slope enloded 
ft qoantit^ of dynamite whioh was 
itONd there and that this, in torn, 
eaaied a feederof gas tobeooqie ignited. 
Aaolher theocy is that the gas was ig- 
BiHi br a eanlssh wockanoi, Mtd a 
third that a bkst set flta to the gas 
■hor^ before noon and t«at the men 
irere flghtlnff the lire when the explo- 
sion ooourred. 

The first knowledge of the,catBStro- 

She oame to the sorf aoe by the noise of 
tie explosion, nie foondations of the 
houses orer the mine shook, and the 
dreadful rumor spread that another ca- 
lamity had ooonned. The qnestion 
Went from lip to Up : "How many men 
are in the mine?" 

The men in the engine house who had 
oharge ot the hoisting carriages gave 
the nnt alarm. A resoning party head- 
ed by John Ifatthes, was immediately 
orgsdiized, and the brave fellows de- 
scended the shaft ns quickly as the car- 
riages could take them. But they did 
not remain long below. The ventilation 
was bad and after two of tlie party had 
b«>en almost overcome by the deadly 
iifterdamp thoy were compelled to re- 
turn to the surface. 

A half hour later the ventilation had 
been improved somewhat and another 
r<'8cne party went down. They found 
three men, lying unconseioas, in the 
gang^vay. 

All the men who escaped with their 
lives liad tlirilling experienees. As soon 
a.s I he explosion (H'curred they made a 
ru.sh tor the main gangway. Home 
crawknl on their hands and knees for 
nearly a mile. They did not (Lin- walk 
for the fon t" of the after-damp would 
have prostraletl tliem. The strongest 
reached the fiKit of the shaft first, for it 
was a fight for Ufe, and eiu-h man was 
for himself. The older men had a des- 
perate time. Some of them were about 
to give up the struggle wlien they were 
pulled along by their comrades who 
could not see them .jlrop in their tracks. 

Owen Murray ana John Minaley wi re 
fonnd by the rescuers who entered the 
mine shortly after eight o'clock. Hoth 
were nnconsciotis and will scarcely re- 
cover. They are in Wilkesbarre hospi- 
tal. They were found near the foot of 
the plane whore the explosion ocx;urred. 

Andrew McDonald, one of the res- 
cuers, nearly lost his life while attempt- 
ing to recover the bodv of his brother, 
James. He knew where it probably 
would be found, entered the place, and 
stnmbled over a corpse in the darkness. 
He says he reooguised his brother's 
clothes by the touoh. He attempted to 
{mil the hotly out but was overcome by 
afterdamp and sank unconscious to the 
ground. It was with dithculty that he 
was brought to the surface. After 
reaching the open air and regaining 
couscioQsness, he wanted to make a sec- 
ond trip into the mine but was not al- 
lowed' to go. 

The osnal heartrandarlBg scenes were 
witnessed attha ariMMTof the shaft 
when a big disaster ooonrs. The rela- 
tives of the entombed men gathered 
about and gave vent to their grief. 

The party whioh entered the mine at 
9'Ai laat alght snooeeded in pushing 
thdr waif ta the plane where the im- 
prisoned man had been working, and 
there they stoaiblad orar the bodies of a 
nombar of anooosotoos man. As^qoiok 
as the wwk caili ba •oaoMliihad%kay 
were htoogbt to tha s w f fl wa, Where a 
corps of dootota was ia waiting. 
Wrapped in Uankets, some of the Tic- 
tims were sent to thehr homes and some 
to hospitals. The phydeians hare hopes 
that aU may recover. Had thayheaa in 
tha mine a few minutes hNigaraUvoald 
probably have died of soMooaHoa. 

John Uealy, one of the resoaers, who 
was first to discover the bodies on the 
phine, says the men were closely hud- 
dled together. They had apparently 
abandoned all hope of resone and were 
resolved to die together. The supposi- 
tion is that the men, when thay rSftliaad 
their danger, made their WAy to ik% 
highest point on the plane. The smoke 
found its may to them, however, and 



tliey were au out salTocated wlien 
found. 

(jrief wiLS turned into joy when the 
rescued men wen; brought to the sur- 
face. Women and children wept and 
strongman ehuifad aMh eilMrla their 

arms. 

It is probable that those men who 
were in tlie immediate vicinity of the 
Kjiot where the explosion fx-curred were 
the only ones killt>d, and their number 
may not be more than fom or t\y<\ 

Superintendent Foote said that he 
was at a loss to ac(!onnt for the cause of 
the explosion. Every precaution had 
been taken to make the mine safe, he 
declared. It had always been the rule 
of the company to never allow their em- 
ployes to enter a mine where there was 
the least jfM)par(ly of life, and this rale 
has been enforced more strictly since 
the Pittston disaster of livst Juno, when 
6 1 men wu-o buried in the Twin shaft. 

CHICAGO BANK FAILURES. 



Foa» O e assyas Cteas tJp kat DepMHaia 

Will Be Paid la IW. 

Chicaoo, Dec. 22. — The Kational 
Bank of Illinois, generally considered 
one of the strongest financial institutions 
in tlie west, closed its dtxirs yesterday 
and the failure dragged down three 
other ooncema, B. 8. Dreyer & Gom 
pauf, Wasmonsdorif, Heinaman & 
Company aad the Boseland bank. The 
failure (rf the National Bank of Illinois 
was due to the fact that its entire capi 
tal of ?a,(KX),000 and $100. (MH) over and 
above its surplus of $;i(X),000, had beei 
loaned on Oalumet Electric railroad 
stock ; $500,000 wjis loaned to Dreyer \' 
Company, who had spread their capital 
out so extensively that they were nnabl(! 
to concentrate it in time to save them- 
selves. The other failures were du(> to 
the locking up of assets, iield by tlie 
National Bank of Illinois, and which 
were not availaUa when tiiatinstitation 
closed its doota. 

No further trouble is expected, as the 
Clearinghouse association has agreed to 
pay 75 per cent of the deposits in the 
National Bank of Ilhnois, and at a 
meeting of the clearinghouse committee 
yesterday afternoon, all of the banks re- 
ported themselves iu good condition, 
and none of them asked for tha aid that 
would have been fkaely otanded bad it 
been asked. 

It is probable that all of tha banks 
will resume with the exception of the 
National Bank of Illinois, and all de 
positors will be paid in full. 



SHE HAS SEEN BETTER DAYS. 



A Yoiiiic Woinao'a Uownfall Lends to

lette, the young woman who was with 
J. B. Tucker, the wealthy stockman of 
this city, whan he killed himself in the 
Lindell hotel in St. Louis on Aug, 5, 
was .sent to the city iKxspital yesterday. 
She was arrested at Twelfth and Main 
streets, while fighting an imaginary foe 
on tha lidawalk. and is thonight to be 
insane. 

Miss Gillette's father is a pnisiM rous 
stockman at Fredonia, Kan. Tucker 
met her in Kansas Oitr two years ago 
Ther traveled about the aonntry until 
Tncxer lost his fortune and killed him 
self. His death unbalanced Miss Gil 
lette's mind, and her family has since 
made her an outcast.

Washinotox, Dec. 29.— The senate 
was literally deluged for half an 
hour yesterday with reports, resolutions 
and spirited colloquies on the Cuban 
qtiestion. The intense pubUc interest 
in this subject wss shown by the pres- 
enoaof the laigeat crowds seen since 
the opening day of the session. All 
avaihible space in the public galleries 
was taken and the diiilomatic gallery 
had such distinguished occupants as Sir 
Juhau Pauucefote, the British Ambas- 
sador; Baron Von Hengelmuller, the 
Austrian ministar ; Mr. Hatch, the Ha- 
waiian miniater; aooompaniad Iqr the 
suites and ladies of the embassies and 
legations. 

The main event of the day was the 
jiresentation by Mr. Cameron of the re- 
jHirt of the coiiiinittw on fr)reign rela- 
tions favoraMr to his resolution recoj;- 
ni/iiig the iiidi pendence of Cuba. This 
jjfoceeding was brief and perfunctory, 
the reix)rt not being read, and an agrtM'- 
nieiit spei'dily reachid by which the 
res<.)luti(>ti and report yo over until after 
the hf)li(lays. 

Aside from tlie Caniernn n^port Mr. 
Morgan of Alabama pn-sented a further 
report on the same lines, eiiilmilyitig tin' 
views of himself and Mr. Mills. Tlie 
offering of the reports served as a prel- 
ude to several brisk exchanges between 
senators. Mr. Hill of New York desired 
to know whether the reports went into 
the constitutional (question of legislative 
power of recognition of independence. 
Mr. Cameron promptly answered that 
cvcrybotly conceded this p^iwer and Mr. 
Morgan pointedly added that a denial of 
such power was "preposterous." 

Mr. Vest also came forward with 
some remarks which promised to give a 
sharp personal turn to the debate. He 
spoke of his astonishment in seeing Sec- 
retary Olney's pubhc statement declar- 
ing that tne executive alone had the 
power to recognize independence. Mr. 
Vest had hardly begun when Mr. Hale 
(Bep., Me.) made a point of order 
agaCnat him, on the ground that the de- 
bate was out of order. The Missouri 
senator willingly yielded, annoonoing 
Aat ha would speak at another time on 
the reaolution he had offered declaring 
that recognition of indepandeooa is a 
joint power of the legidaara and axeou- 
Uve branohea. 

Several other Cuban reaolntions were 
offered, tluae by Mr. Hill and Mr. CBdl- 
ton declaring that a state of war existed 
in Cuba warranting the recognition of 
the belligerent rights of both parties 
and calling for the observance of strict 
neutrality by the United States, and one 
by Mr. Bacon declaring that the power 
of recognizing independence is a pre- 
rogative baUmging axdoaiTaiy to con- 
gress. 

On motion of Mr. Sherman the Gall 
resolution favorably reported by him 
asking for a report on American citi- 
zens held in Spanish prisons was agreed 
to without division. It is as follows : 

Resoi.vei>, Ihat the sec -etary of state 
he, and is hereliy diri otod to sond to the 
scnale a repurl of all naturalized cltlii'ns 
(if the United Stat'tiS, of whose arrest anil 
iiiiprl.ionnieitt, trial or couvio. lon, or sen- 
tence, either to iniprisonnieiit at the 
poual colony of (,'i'utro or elsewhere he 
has any Information, and that ho shall lii- 
fonn the teaate in such report of the p«'r- 
suns now held in confluunient at (Jeutm 
and of the ohargus, briefly slated, uu 
which they wore condemned and tlie na 
ture of the evidenoe. so far as the same 
appears on tha ttss of the stale da^art- 

ment. 

The status of the various resolutions 
as they were finally left is as follows : 
The Cameron and Morgan reports are 
on the table until after the hohdays ; 
the Vest resolution is on the table tu be 
called up today ; the Hill and Ohiltou 
resolutions are . on the table : the Bacon 
resolution is rieferred to the committee 
on ju(Uciary.S 

Aside from the Gnban subject the ses- 
sion was not evantful. Mr. Gear (Rep., 
Ia.) made an nnaacceasfnl effort to take 
up the Paolllo railroads refunding bill 
and than gave notice it would be urged 
after tha hoUdays. 

The nnilnished business for the day 
was the bill paoviding for free home- 
steads on tha pablio lands of Oklahoma 
Territory for honaflda aattlers, but 
owing to opposition Mr. Pattigww, iu 
charge of the meaaan, donaanted to let 
it go over vntU after tha holidaya.

War Feeling Against Us

Most of the apaalsh Ofllelals Think That 

llip I'BKRage of th<* Caiiipriiu ICmolutlon 
Does Not MeoeMwrlljr Mean Wmr, but 
stni Thoro Am aome That Thiak It Is 

Inevitable. 

Maorip, Dao. 22.— There can be no 
doubt that tha Spanish press and public 

take a much calmer view nf the attitude 
of the United States toward the Cuban 
'inestion. The exp r ess i ons heard in 

government circles and the views pub- 
lished iu the ministerial press, inspired 
by members of the government, ara 
especially optimistic. This is, in large 
part, due to dispatches received from 
Sonor Dupny De Lome, the Spanish 
minister at Washington, giving the 
TiowB of Mr. Olney as to the power of 
tha president tu ignore tlie behest of 
congress for tlie reuugnitiou of a new 
government and the president's opinion 
that no government has be(>!i estab> 
lished by the insurgents iu Cuba. 

The ministerialists' organs and all*th( 
sympathizers with the government arc 
taking the ground from this that thert 
will he a conflict between the legislative 
and executive powers in tlic Uniteo 
States government which will delay 
action and give Spain a respite from in- 
tervention, during which she may have 
opportunity to crush the r' bi'Ilion. If 
is notici ablr also that the ("aiui ron ros- 
olntion itself , otTt nsive as are its ternu 
to Spanish pride, is looked at with a de- 
gree of moderation as compared with 
the first view of it. The view is attrib> 
nted to Senor Oanovas himself that th€ 
adoiition of the Cameron resolution need 
not necessarily mean war since therf 
was no atti'inpt in it to provide foi 
armed intervention in Cuba or for active 
assistance to the instirgents, but simply 
for the recognition of their government. 
So far as the fHendly intervention with 
the Spanish government was concerned, 
it lay in the power of that government 
to decline overturi's to that end. 

The mood of optimism of the minis 
terialist organs goes beyond PreaidanI 
Cleveland's term, since they express the 
opinion that Mr. McKinley upon coming 
into office will folkm' the same policy 
tow.ard Cuba as I're.-ident Cleveland Iku 
done. On the other hand, the newspa 
pers £1 Imparcial, El Heraldo and £1 
Liberal do not believe that a pacific so- 
lution is possible of the problem of 
Spanish relations with the United 
States.

Washinoton, Upc. 22.— Tlie annual 
report of the secretary of tlie treasury, 
transniitied to congresH yesterday, deals 
in detail with the financial sitnation. 
Mr. Oarliale snmmariMS the condition 
of the treasury, and goes on to say : 

"The niaintt iiauce of a policy wliicli 
lieces.sarily imposes uikiu tlie ^'overi'- 
ineiit the burden of fiu'iiishiuf; ffold at 
the public expense to all who may de- 
mand it for use or hotirding at home, or 
for export to other conntries, can not 
be instifled npou any groand of ex- 
pediency or soond finnncin.I iirinriple. 
The issue and redemption or cin ulatinK 
notes is not a proper fimctiou of the 
treasury department, or of any other 
department of the goverment. 

The Recretarj refers to a peril in 
which the entire financial system has 
.been phwed the oonstant agitation of 
the currency qnestion, and adds; 

"There li bat one absolntelw certain 
way to remove this delicate and danger-

"We mtut not be deluded into a feel- 
ing of seourity by the fact that there 
has been a suspension of gold withdraw- 
als during the past few months and a 
huge aooeasian to our stock of gold from 
abroad during the same time. Until 
the notes are permanently retired, or 
the obligation to redeem in ooin is 
wholly repudiated, a large reserve mtist 
be provided, and this reserve, whether 
it consists of gold or silver, being sub- 
ject to the demands of all who desire to 
exchange notes for coin, must be re- 
plenished from time to time by such 
means as the government is able to khii- 
mand. No system of coinuije tliat ( an 
be devised will furnish th<- k"\ ( rmiieiit 
with either gold or silver, unl( hs it p.iys 
for it with means already collecti^d by 
taxation, or by contracting au indebted- 
ness, to be paid bf the peopio in the 
near fntnre. 

"1 am tlx in )u^'lily convinced that the 
retirement and cancellation of United 
States notes of botli classes, under such 
roiisoiifiMe limitations niid restrictions 
as to time and methods as I'unf^ress nniy 
see proper to prescribe, or us u prndent 
sectetary of the treasury would adopt 
in the* exercise of hii> ofHcial discretion, 
would not result, either permanently or 
temporarily, in an iniarious contraction 
of the cuiTency. The people, if left 
free to conduct their business affairs in 
their own way, will always decide for 
themselves how much money they need. 
The volume of bosiness transacted de- 
termines the amount of money and 
oredit required, and whenever the vol- 
nme of business demands an additional 
supply of money or an extension of 
credit the demand wlU mjwinly be 
oomplied with, providei tt» Inwi do not 
interfere to prevent it. 

"With a liberal oommeroial polior, 
promoting the proAtable introduotioo of 
Msr knre surplni fsednotitirto the mart 



kets of other countries, and a sound 
eoirenoy, promising estimates for for- 
eign capital in otir domestic indiutries, 
we may confidently rely upon the oper- 
ation ox the natural laws of tnde and 
finance for an abundant supply of good 
money to transact all the ousiness of 
the people and fuHj derelop the great 
resources at onr oommand." 

The se cr etary holds. that without 
ref ormatiiin of our eorrenoy we ean not 
safely tfS$ npon permanent accessions 
to onr stock of gold from abroad in set- 
tlement of trade balances in onr favor. 
He refers to his recommendation of last 

Sear that the secretary of the treasury 
B authorixed to issue fh>m time to time 
I pajabla in fold and to exchange 
for United States notes and treus 
niT notes. 

It is submitted that, at the very least 
authority should be given to retire ani 
cancel a maximum amount of notes each 
vear when voluntarilv presented by the 
holders and redeemed in gold. 

Mr. Carlisle ntnews his rucommenda' 
tions for such amendment to the na- 
tional bankinj.^ laws as would permit the 
issue of circulating notes ecjual in 
amount to the face vuluo of tlie bonds 
deiK)sited and reduced the tax on notes 
to one-fourth of 1 per cent per auiiuiu. 

"So long as tlie iuciiue of the govern 
iiient from custoiiiN and international 
taxes exceeded its exiieiiditures, tlie fact 
that protective duties were destructivt 
of revenue did not attract tlie attention 
of the public generally ; but the situa 
tion has been materially changed since 
isy2 and hereafter it will not be p()ssif)le 
to sacrillco revenue to jirott ction with 
out seriously enibarrassinK the? fiscal af- 
fairs of tlie government. In view of the 
comparatively small and constantly de 
creasing part of our laboring pojmlation 
tliat could be afTwted even by the repeal 
of dutit^. a movement for the imposi 
tion of higher duties upon imported 
goods can not be regarded as justifiable 
upon any of the grounds usually urged 
in support of such measures."
